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Among  the  collecting  activities  of  the 
elder  Mr.  Morgan  numismatics  was  an 
important  side  issue  to  the  superb  library 
housed  for  all  time  in  the  beautiful  build' 
ing  at  3?  East  36th  St.  Mr.  Morgan  died 
in  1913  and  in  1917  most  of  the  cob 
lection  was  placed  on  exhibition  in  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  museum. 
The  decision  to  sell  this  famous  collection 
was  made  early  in  1949.  Wayte  Ray- 
mond was  the  purchaser. 

The  Greek,  Roman  and  English  series 
predominated  in  the  collection  and  as 
ver>'^  superior  photographs  had  been  made 
of  all  the  coins  it  seems  very  much  worth 
while  to  publish  an  illustrated  catalogue 
with  brief  descriptions  of  the  coins  and 
their  pedigree  where  known. 

The  most  important  pieces  are  the  very 
remarkable  lot  of  eight  gold  medallions 
from  the  Aboukir  find,  the  splendid  deka- 


drachms  of  Syracuse  and  Athens,  the 
large  gold  medallions  of  Constantine  the 
Great  and  a superb  gold  bar.  The  Abou- 
kir  medallions  came  from  the  collections 
of  Dr.  Edde  and  Mde.  Sinadino  of 
Alexandria  while  the  majority  of  the 
other  Greek  and  Roman  coins  came  from 
the  following  collections — Strozzi,  Mar- 
tinetti  Nervegna,  Sambon;  Rome  1907 
and  Hartwig,  Rome  1910.  The  English 
coins  with  few  exceptions,  came  from  the 
famous  London  dealers,  Spink  & Son.  In 
many  instances  we  have  given  the  refer- 
ence (H.N.)  to  Head's  Historia  Nu- 
morum.  The  very  fine  photographs  were 
taken  by  the  staff  of  the  American  Nu- 
mismatic Society. 

The  complete  catalogue  will  be  illus- 
trated with  about  forty  plates  and  will 
continue  in  the  Journal  for  several  issues 
to  come.

Canadian  1948  Coinage 

The  Government  has  now'^  released 
the  details  of  the  1948  coinage.  Because 
of  the  change  in  the  King’s  titles  the 
inscription  on  the  obverse  of  Canadian 
coins  was  revised  during  1948.  The 
words  and  abbreviations  D:G:REX  ET 
IND:IMP:  were  deleted  and  the  follow^ 
mg  substituted:  ’^DEI  GRATIA  REX”. 

All  coins  dated  1948  were  required 
to  be  struck  with  a new  inscription. 
Since  the  master  dies  and  working 
punches  were  not  ready  until  late  in 
the  year  the  demand  for  coinage  earlier  * 
in  the  year  was  met  by  striking  coins 
bearing  the  date  1947  but  with  a small 
hnely  executed  maple  leaf  after  the  ”7” 
of  the  date  which  indicated  that  such 
coins  were  struck  in  1948.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  figures 
that  the  $1.00  and  'i'Oe  will  become  rare. 
It  will  be  seen  later  that  the  quantity 
of  dollars  struck  with  the  1948  date 
with  the  new  obverse  die  were  even  in 
smaller  quantity.  These  will  become  the 
rarest  of  the  Canadian  dollars,  being 
in  each  instance  considerably  less  than 
the  previous  most  scarce  date  of  1945. 

The  50c  piece  will  also  become  a rare 
date. 

Only  in  1894  and  again  in  19.^2  were 
smaller  quantities  of  50c  pieces  struck 
in  Canada  bearing  the  date  of  any  one 
year,  although  the  figures  for  19.^4 
and  1936  are  ;ipproximately  the  same. 

The  extreme  rarity  of  the  1921  date 
was  of  course  due  not  to  the  number 


that  were  struck  but  to  the  fact  that 
practically  all  of  those  that  were  struck 
were  eventually  melted  down  by  the 
Government  before  being  issued  to  the 
public.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  coinage  bear- 
ing the  date  1948  was  even  rarer  for 
the  50c  and  $1.00  than  that  with  the 

1947  date  and  the  maple  leaf.  It  will 
also  be  noted  that  the  coinage  of  the 
10c  piece  was  very  small,  being  smaller 
than  any  year,  excepting  1934  and  193  5, 
since  1887.  In  fact,  in  the  entire  history 
of  Canadian  coinage  only  six  dates  have 
had  fewer  specimens  struck  than  in  the 

1948  issue. 

Fortunately  a few  of  the  outstanding 
numismatic  dealers  in  the  United  States 
succeeded  in  securing  some  of  these 
coins  in  uncirculated  condition,  and  also 
one  or  two  collectors  in  Canada  have 
put  aside  relatively  small  quantities  of 
these  coins  in  uncirculated  condition  so 
they  arc  readily  available  at  least  for 
the  present  in  uncirculated  condition. 

It  is  obvious  that  with  the  greatly 
increased  interest  in  the  Canadian  dated 
series,  that  collectors  should  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  at  once  of 
securing  these  coins. 

Medals  Struck  At  Royal  Canadian  Mint 
During  1948 

Activity  continued  throughout  the 
year  in  striking  the  Canadian  Volunteer 
Service  Medals  and  bars,  and  the  Cam- 
paign Stars  tor  the  various  operations 
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tor  which  they  arc  heiny  issued.  Sepa' 
rate  eanipaiyn  stars  (medals)  are  heiiDT 
issued  with  tlie  tollowiny  desi'Tnations;

B.irs  were  also  struck  as  .idditional 
awards  to  the  eamp.uyn  st.irs.

"Pacific",  "Burma",  "France  and  Cer' 
many". 

The  desiyn  ot  the  “19.V;-194^"  War 
Medal  hears  on  the  obverse:  the  Royal 
Ethyy,  crowned,  with  the  inscription, 
GECMUilUS  VI  D;C;:BR;CWN:REX 
ET  INDIAE  IMP;  hy  the  artist,  Mr. 
Percy  Kletcalfe,  and  on  the  reverse:  a 
lion  standing  wanton  on  the  body  of  a 
double  headed  dragon,  the  two  heads, 
an  eagle's  and  a dragon's,  signify  rC' 
speetively  the  principal  occidental  and 
oriental  enemies.  The  reverse  was  de- 
signed and  modelled  by  Mr.  E.  Carter 
Preston.  The  W.ir  Medal  has  the  same 
type  ot  clasp  as  the  netenee  Nlcd.il,  cT 
the  same  diameter  and  met.il.  The  rib- 
bon is  red,  white  and  blue  colours,  with 
narrow  red  stripe  on  white  in  the  centre. 

The  master  dies  and  punches  tor  the 
Detcnee  ot  Britain  h/Icdal  aiwl  the 
"IDT;- PMC’  Wkir  Medal  were  jM-epared 
and  received  from  the  Royal  Mint. 
London.  The  design  of  the  Detcnee  (d 
Britain  Mcd.d  shows,  on  the  obverse: 
Uncrowned  effigy  ot  His  hlajesty  with 
the  inscription  CEC  M\( dlUS  VI  D :( i :BR  : 
CMN:  REXE:D:INT):Ih.lP;  on  the  re- 
verse: The  Imperial  (u'own  over  an  o.ik 
tree  defended  by  a lion  and  lioness, 
with  the  inscription  "ID.^D-PM^  and 
"The  Defence  Medal".  The  .irtists  are 
Xlr.  Henry  Ikiget  tor  the  obverse  and 
Mr.  W.  Parker  for  the  reverse.  The 
designs  have  been  modelled  in  low  re- 
lief to  allow  the  mcd.d  to  be  struck  on 
a coining  press.  The  medal  ribbon  is 
attached  by  means  of  a plain  bar  with 
fixed  clamp.

1946  Newfoundland  5c 

This  extremely  r.ire  coin,  of  which 
only  slightly  more  tlian  2,000  were 
struck,  is  already  bringing  a high  price. 
To  my  knowledge  two  have  been  sold 
.It  $2 ■^.00  each.  It  seems  doubtful  if 
more  than  1 ^ or  20  will  ever  be  avail- 
able tor  collections.  A considerably 
fewer  number  than  the  above  quoted 
figures  are  vet  known  to  be  in  collec- 
turns. 

Assiniboine  Bridge  Tokens 

These  tokens  are  among  the  most 
historic  ot  the  early  tokens  of  the  Prov- 
ince ot  Manitoba.  They  have  the  value 
marked  on  them  of  2e.  They  were  used 
tor  tcHU  passengers  who  crossed  these 
t.imous  old  bridges  .it  Whnnipeg.  Pre- 
sum.ibly  vehicles,  people  on  horseback, 
.ind  the  like,  p.iid  in  cash.  They  were 
used  on  two  bridges,  ('ine  known  as  the 
Assiniboine  and  the  other  the  St.  Boni- 

t .ICC. 

The  tokens  be.ir  the  facsimile  signa- 
ture of  Ch  C.  Chipman,  who  was  presi- 
dent of  the  company,  and  who  at  the 
same  time  was  Cdiief  Commissioner  of 
the  Hudson's  B.iy  Company  of  Can.ida. 
This  ti'ken  which  is  very  little  known 
to  collectors  and  which  I believe  has 
not  previously  been  mentioned,  is  rare.

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Canadian  Commemorative  Dollar  1949 

To  commemorate  Newfoundland’s 
entry  into  the  Canadian  Confederation, 
a beautiful  new  coin  has  been  struck.  It 
was  first  distributed  on  Newfoundland's 
Founder’s  Day.  Founder’s  Day  has  pre^ 
viously  been  the  national  holiday  of 
Newfoundland  and  is  in  memory  of 
John  Cabot,  Dth  eentury  explorer,  who 
sighted  the  shores  of  North  America 
in  1497  after  a >Tday  voyage  from 
Bristol,  England.  The  coins  were  first 
distributed  on  the  eve  of  that  day-  - 
June  23rd  of  this  year. 


300,000  pieces  have  been  struck. 
More  will  be  issued  if  the  public  de- 
maud  is  great  enough. 

The  obverse  of  the  new  eoin  is  simi' 
lar  to  Canadian  eoins  of  all  denomina- 
tions  with  the  new  designation  of  the 
King’s  title. 

The  reverse  picture  is  John  Cabot’s 
3'masted  ship.  The  Matthew.  Under 
the  ship,  which  is  shown  in  full  sail  is 
the  motto  — “Floriat  Terra  Nova”  — 
”May  Newfoundland  Flourish”,  and  the 
date  1949. 

It  is  a beautiful  coin  and  does  eredit 
to  all  who  are  associated  with  it.
